Washington — The same senate of 


1he United States which a few days 
ago adopted

arbitration of the dispute with Mexico 
has gone over to the-use-of-force the- 
ory of government by declining to 
accept President Coolidge's plea for 
abatement of navy building until he 
could reach an agreement with oth- 
er naval powers. 


The amount of money involved is 


relatively small — only $1,200,000 but 
the principle behind it is of far-reach- 
ing significance. If .the senate's en- 
thusiasm for arbitration has been in- 
terpreted abroad as a sympton of 
pacificism the action of the majority 
in voting to begin construction 'on 
three cruisers now may be interpret- 
ed to mean that Uncle 
Sam may 


speak softly but he still •,-elies on 
the "big stick" of Rooseveltian days. 


PLEA AGAINST JINGOISM 


Mr. Coolidgc managed to save the 


situation in the' house of representa- 
tives through the eloquent plea of 
Representative Burton of Ohio, who 
pleaded against a return to the jing- 
oistic idea of 
international 
inter- 


course. But the senate tookvthc view 
that inasmuch as the building'of the 
three cruisers had been authorized, 
the expenditure ^pf ?1,200.000 to begin 
construction this year would not af- 
fect the world situation and would 
gain time for the American navy in 
the event that 
Piesident 
Coolidge 


failed to convince the other govern- 
ments of the 
necessity 
of limiting 


armament. 
It is a foregone conclusion, how- 


ever, that once having spent $1.200,- 
000 to start construction, congress 
will be committed to keeping up the 
appropriations each 
year 
till the 


three cruisers are finished. But at 
any time that an international agree- 
ment is reached work can be sus- 
pended, a provision to this effect has 
been approved. 


VIEWS IX SENATE 


In analyzing the vote of those who 


favored the cruiser program some will 
be found from shipbuilding states who 
naturally want the navy-yards kept 
going. In other instances, the practi- 
cal aspects of the problem made an 
efficient appeal for having authoriz- 
ed construction, several senators felt 
it was inconsistent to refuse to spend 
the money to build the vessels. _ 


The president lias been placed in 


the position' ofbeing'thwarted'by'the 
senate a circumstance that will be 
used by his opponents to argue that 
his prestige is on the wane. The bat- 
tle therefore will come in the house 
of representatives when the confer- 
ence report is presented. / 


It would not be surprising if the 


house members changed their votes 
and accepted the senate's report. It 
all depends on whether Mr. Coolidgc 
wishes to make the issue a real tes>t 
of strength.

It does not appear that it will be- 


come a law. 


Farmers understand the bill pretty 


thoroughly, but to the average citizen 
it is perhaps only known by name. 
Hence, it may be interesting to have 
its principles explained 
by Senator 


Robert Beecher Howell, of Xebraska, 
one of its milder proponents and a 
man qualified by several factors to 
give such an explanation. 


"To begin with." says;'Senator How- 


el!, "there are two schools of thought. 
One would repeal or greatly modify 
the tariff and pull down the othrr 
fellow to the farmer's level. The oth 
er proposes to raise the farmer to the 
other fellow's level. 
. VTho second school may be divided 
into two other schools of thought, one 
of which favors lifting the farmer by 
voluntary cooperation and the other 
by compulsory cooperation. The Me 
Xary-Haugcn bill is compulsory cd- 
. operation and it says voluntary co 
operation will not succeed. 


TARIFF REGULATES PRICES . 
"The tarifC merely compels everyone 


to .cooperate, in paying higher prices 
r 


and maintaining a higher level. The 
j-ailroads arc compelled 'to cooperate 
in maintaining one schedule of rates, 
fixed by the Interstate 
Commerce 


Commission, a price-fixing organiza- 
tion: 
, 
• 


^'"We all have to cooperate to riiain- 


t.iin our public schools and systems 
of . government. 
Industry has been 


organizing voluntarily. There are 450 
cooperating trade organizations — all 
with the- purpose of making more 
money and insuring profits. Labor co- 
operates to insure satisfactory wages. 


"Thus, two-thirds of the country 


is organized and the farmer is down 
on the ground. 


"TVe propose to aid the farmer Jn 


eliminating excessive competition like 
everyone else has eliminated it. 


REDUCE SURPLUS LOSS 


"Xo\v that there is a surplus ot 


some of our principal crops, the farm 
.er is getting a world pi-ice, for the 
surplus has to be exported and it has 
to sell at the competitive price which 
it meets abroad. 


"I personally favored trying out the 


McXary-Haugen bill on wheat alone 
at first and then applying it to corn, 
cattle, hogs'si nd cotton after it had 
been shown that it wov»to«qvork. But. 
oticourse, the plan now is to makc'il 
more extensive. 


"Under the SIcXary-Haugen 'bill the 


jTaiimer would get a 
United States 


price on four out of five bushels of 
wheat. The otiier bushel, if sold^by 
the board handling the surplus, woiil 
only command the world price, but 
the farmer would get the benefit of 
the. tariff on wheat—42 cents a bushel. 
That is, he would get the world price 
plus 42 cents on everything under the 
surplus.

Mrs. Scheuring is now light inspec- 


tor, temperature inspector, feed 
in- 


spector, ventilation inspector, health 
inspector and inspector of buildnigs 
' for a flock of 1,200 chickens on the 
Fox Kiver Poultry Farm. When nec- 
e|sary, she also acts as physician and 
surgeon. "\Vhen a chicken is moping 
j.nstead of singing and working, Mrs. 
Scheuring finds the cause if she can 
and removes it. Often a prescription 
or a surgical operation is the 
only 


cure. A few days ago, she picked up 
a chicken and found its crop packed 
and distended. She knew that the 
passage had been blocked by some- 
thing in the feed. She examined tho 
feed and'found fibers similar to those 
of binder twine. She then made 
an 


'incision in the crop of tho patient, 
removed 
tho contents of the crop, 


closed the incision with/a needle and 
silk thread and prescribed a light diet 
for a time. At this point in the in- 
quiry Jn reply to a 
question, 
Mrs. 


Scheuring said. "When we set or- 
ders for chickens or under any other 
conditions, I never decapitate ihe 
birds. I Jet ,somo ono else do that. 
I never use'an edged tool on a live 
chicken unless I am reasonably sure 
that its\ise will save the life of the 
"hickcn.

- New Franken — Schaucr Brothers are 
among the first dairymen in this vicin- 
ity to try out Brown Swiss, purebred 
cattle, in dairy production, and to be 
awarded a diploma by a national as- 
sociation. They earned their diploma 
a year ago, but received it recently. It 
reads this way: "The National Dairy 
association awards 
this 
diploma to 


Schauer Brothers 'and adds the name 
to the national roll of honor for the 
first time in recognition1 of developing 
a herd of 15 cows to a yearly produc- 
tion average of 351.7 pounds of butter 
fat. Signed, L. H. Hill, president." 
. . A cheese-maker, induced the Schau- 
er Brothers, 20 years ago, to give up 
mixed grade cows and to try Brown 
Swiss purebreds. When they were fully 
convinced, they bought their first pure- 
bred male of that type from Ira Inn- 
man; a Beloit breeder, and soon after 
two males from Joseph P. Allen, a Del- 
avan breeder. -Then followed another 
from J. C. Lovejoy. a Fairwater breed- 
er. In 191S, they bought two more 
purebred cows from Joseph P. Allen, 
two years later, two cows and a bull 
from John Ingold. Monroe, and in 1922 
two heifers from the same breeder. Re- 
cently they bought a bull from E. A. 
and E. P. Galloway. Fond du Lac. 
From these foundation animals, they 
-have developed a herd of 35 animals, 
'in which arc 17 pu'rebrcds. 


'. They arc now milking 17 cows and 
getting 350 pounds of milk daily, test 
,4.2 per cent. At the peak of the milk 
flow last summer, they got 700 pounds 
of milk daily from 20 cows, test ".'j 
per cent. Very soon they will be milk- 
ing 21 cows. 


They feed their cattle alfalfa hay, 


com silage, and a ground grain mix- 
ture consisting of 200 pounds bran, 
100 pounds oats. 100, "pounds barley, 
and 100 pounds oil meal. 


Most" of this feed, they produced- on 


a 14 acre field of alfalfa, a 9 acre 
field of corn, a 14 acre field of barley, 
14 acres of rough land pasture and a 
35 acre field of oats. They have plen- 
ty to last through the season.

PRESIDENT HAS THE FACTS. 
The senate has passed the three-cruiser 


bill by a vote of 49 to 27. Twenty-tour 
Republicans and twenty-five Democrats 
made up the affirmative vote. Standing 
with the president in opposition to the 
naval cruiser construction program were 
eighteen Republicans, eight Democrats 
and one Farmer-Labor. 
Mr. LaFollette 


voted with Mr. Lenroot to sustain the 
president. The bill now goes to confer- 
ence, the house having taken its position 
•with Mr. Coolidge by passing a measure 
which contained no funds. It remains to 
be seen whether the house or the senate 


•will yield. Should the house stand its 
ground, nothing more remains to be done, 
but it it gives way and a report is agreed 
upon it is certain the president will veto 
the bill. It is unlikely that it can be 
passed over a veto. Therefore, it seems 
assured that the three additional cruisers 
construction, already authorized, will 
not be commenced during the coming 
year. 


Those who are panning the government 


for alleged unpreparedness and 
permit- 


ting the navy to slump make a great deal 
of noise, and'of course present plausible 
argument to support their claims. If the 
question is determined solely by mathe- 


, matical comparisons, or if the potential 


dangers which may overtake this country 
are accepted as real, there is something to 
be said on the side of competitive arma- 
ment. Nevertheless, the facts morally and 
practically are with the president. The 
Avorld is trying to negotiate for disarma- 
ment. The president is trying'to further 
this end. He feels it is the duty of the 
United States to be a leader in the move- 
ment. He also feels it would be inconsis- 
tent with our declared purpose and policy 
to engage in competitive armament un- 
der such circumstances. 


Furthermore, every sensible American 


knows- that the possibilities of war be- 
tween the United States and any first- 
rate power are so remote that they may 
be safely disregarded for a number of 
years. In that time we shall know 
whether disarmament is to take place or 
not. and whether the measures looking to 
world peace arc to be successful. Should 
failure become inevitable, it would be 
time enough to arm. and we must not 
overlook the fact that we can arm faster 
and more powerfully than any other na- 
tion in the world.

BRITISH ACTIVITY IN CHINA. 
Reports from China arc that the Can- 


tonese government has served notice on 
Great Britain that it will break off treaty 
negotiations unless the British cease their 
concentration of troops and warships at 
Shanghai. This is to be considered more 
as a protest than a threat. China has ev- 
erything to gain by treaty revision and 
nothing to lose. In fact, the official as- 
surances it has received from both Great 
Britain and the United States are so 
broad as to offer the comparatively early 
emergence of a completely free and inde- 
pendent China. -Naturally the Canton- 
ese take exception to Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain's refusal to negotiate with them 
as the representatives of all China, and 
to his conducting simultaneous negotia- 
tions with the Peking government, but 
Great Britain has no alternative to this 
course. 
Until one of these contending 


major forces overcomes the other or they 
compose their differences, there is no na- 
tional government with which to deal. 


In the meantime, Great Britain con- 


tinues the dispatch of troops and war- 
ships to the Orient. One report is that 
she plans to land twenty thousand sol- 
diers in the' international concessions at 
Shanghai. " Nevertheless, in view of Sir 
Austen's Birmingham declaration, there 
can hardly be a purpose to use force to 
maintain the concessions or rights to 
which the Chinese object. The 
object 


must be to protect the lives and property 
of British nationals. Ho'w large an army 
and how many warships may be required 
to do this are technically matters which 
only the ministry at London and its rep- 
resentatives in China are qualified to an- 
swer. There is a strong feeling in Eng- 
land that the government is sending 
forces to China altogether disproportion- 
ate to the needs, and that the only effect 
can be to aggravate Chinese hostility and 
anti-foreign demonstrations. We cannot 
blame Great Britain for taking no chances 
in the protection of life, and if she goes 
no further than this, serious complica- 
tions should not arise. What she does 
with her army and fleet is more important 
than their mere concentration at Shang- 
hai. 
The United States is sending war- 


ships and men to China also, but it has 
assured China as emphatically as it could 
that it has no other purpose than the pro- 
tection of its nationals. 


However the present crisis terminates, 


the developments of the last week are a 
practical guarantee of a free 
China as 


soon as she can pull herself together and 
set up a responsible government. It 
would be tragic if the Cantonese and 
British troops were to engage in open 
hostilities, but that contingency can prob- 
ably be avoided if Eritish acts there are 
governed by caution and prudence.

What Is Wrong With This Picture? 


ALL SCHOOLS CLASH OX THIS 


A teacher who says she is afraid of my sarcasm 


writes that she agrees with many of my teachings., 
the "cold"' idea for instance, but she finds it dread-1 
fully easy to imagine the skin has "pores" that I 
must be kept clean—and if the skin "pores" 1 agree 
with the teacher they should be kept clean. In 
fact I believe one ought to keep the skin clean 
even if it has no "pores." I have examined a lot 
of skins, with the naked eye and with the micro- 
scope, and I have never found ? "pore." A "porf" 
is a hypothetical or imaginary openinsr throuc;li the 
skin. There is just one opening in the skin, and 
that is the mouth or outlet of the duct which «u- 
ries salty water from the sweat glands and sebum 
or skin oil from the sebaceous glands to the sur- 
face of the skin. It is quite inconceivable, if one 
has a fundamental or elementary knowledge of the 
human anatomy and physiology, that anything can 
ever enter the body or permeate the skin through 
these outlets of the sweat and sebaceous glands. 


Where down or hair grows on the skin the hair 


shaft or hole in the skin is usually the common 
outlet of the sweat and sebaceous glands. "Where 
no down or hair grows, as in the skin of the palms 
and soles, the little depressions 
representing the 


openings of these ducts are visible in the Bridges 
and furrows which constitute the distinctive or pe- 
culiar whorls of thumb prints. On the nose and 
over the cheeks and forehead the depressions mark- 
ing these duct openings are usually large t-nd here, 
particularly, people are prone to call them "en- 
larged pores." 


But this teacher seeks advice about her work. 


She is a physical instructor in a church school. 
She asks whether it harms girls of high school age 
to exercise moderately for about forty minutes each 
school day, with no interruption of this routine at 
any time. She herself doesn't believe it does, and 
she takes that view as a result of her own college 
training. But her principal is horrified because the 
physical education teacher expects the girls to take 
their gymnasuim class work just as they do all 
other class work without interruption.

eastern school, maintains she has the authority of 
the eastern educators behind her in her dotermina 
tion to coddle the girls, to Pinkhamize the school 
morale or spirit, as it were. 


This school principal is interfering in a field in 


which 
she 
is uninformed. She will find, if she 


specifically 
inquires among 
the learned eastern 


educators, 
that the physical instructor is quite 


right in requiring the girls to attend the gymna- 
sium classes regularly and without interruption on 
the plea that a function is a "sickness." No edu- 
cator who is an authority can give any support to 
the Pinkhamesque principal in her morbid aim or 
ideal, because experience in a thousand schools arid 
colleges for women has proved that the policy of 
this physical education teacher is the best for the 
health of the young women under her instruction. 


Ordinary teachers and principals are too frequent- 


ly inclined to look upon physical education as a 
nuisance, but that is because their own education 
has been sadly neglected. Let no physical instruc- 
tor submit to the patronizing attempts of such 
teachers and their readiness to conspire with the 
scheming pupil to evade and belittle physical edu- 
cation. The physical instructor has a great moral 
obligation on her! shoulders and she must never 
falter in her duty to the girls under her instruc- 
tion.

It is now explained that drill 
halls, riding halls, gymnasiums, and 
and other roofed inclosures used for 
drill or exercise of troops are con- 
sidered out of doors. 


Therefore all officers upon "'.eet- 


ing in any such places must salute, 
the junior first, except in certain 
specified cases. An, officer of what- 
ever rank when making a report to 
the representative of a common su- 
perior, as for instance, the adjutant 
or officer of the day, will salute first. 
Salutes are not required when officers 
meet if either is driving a vehicle. 


Indoors is described as referring to 


offices, 
hallway, kitchens, orderly 


rooms, amusement rooms, bathrooms, 
dwellings, etc. Officers are not requir- 
ed to salute each other in any ot 
those places unless making or re- 
ceiving an official report. 
Enlisted 


men and officers ordinarily do not 
salute each other when indoors un- 
less they are addressing each other.

The various salutes with guns have 


always been of particular interest to 
civilians. The 
national 
salute, 
as 


probably everyone knows, is twenty- 
one guns and this is also th'e salute to 
a national flag. It is provided in the 
regulations that on July 4 at noon at 
every military post, which lias the 
proper artillery, there shall be fired 
a salute to the Union. This is com- 
memorative of the Declaration of In- 
dependence and consists of one sun 
for each State. 


Oa the 30th of May. Jlemorial Day, 


the national flag is displayed at half- 
staff from reveille until noon at all 
posts and camps. Just before noon 
appropriate music is played by the 
band and at 12 O'clock noon the na- 
tional salute of twenty-one guns is 
fired. The flag is.then hoisted to the 
top of the staff. 


The President or an ex-president is 


given, the national salute of twenty- 
one guns upon his arrival at and de- 
parture from a military camp. The 
question of just why twenty-one guns 
was selected as the national salute 
has long been one upon which the gen- 
eral public has pondered and it is a 
favorite one with those newspaper 


of seven guns, the number seven be- 
ing selected because of its mystical 
significance from antiquity. Although 
the salute at sea was seven 
guns, 


shore batteries were allowed to fire 
three guns to Ihe ship's one. The rea- 
son for this was that sodium mitrate 
was largely used in the manufacture 
of powder. This was easily spoiled at 
sea, but could be very readily kept on 
land. The multiplier three was select- 
ed probably because ot its symbol- 
ism. 


With the development of the man- 


ufacture of powder, the number of 
guns for the international naval sal- 
ute was made to correspond 
with 


that of the land forces. On August 18, 
1875. a 
resolution 
adopted by the 


United States provided that salutes 
be returned gun for sun. At this time 
the 
British 
salute 
was 
already 


twenty-one guns, therefore, this num- 
ber was accepted 
by the United 


States. 


The origin of the military salute 


has also been something ot a mys- 
tery to the average person, and sev- 
eral ideas have .been advanced. It was 
supposed to have been the practice in, 
Rome at the time oE Julius Caesar for 
inferiors to raise the 
palm of the 


hand to the front of their caps in 
order to show that it contained no 
dagger. This was because of the fact 
that assassinations were common in 
those days. It 
has been suggested 


that time and custom have modified 
this to the military salute. 


Another idea suggested is that in 


the British army during the Ameri- 
can Revolution it was customary for 
inferiors to uncover before superiors 
and equals m 
acknowledgment 
of 


their presence. 
On account of 
the 


clumsy headgear this custom degen- 
erated into saluting without removing 
the cap. 


The firing of salutes is a very im- 


portant' part of military ceremonies 
and much space is given in the regu- 
lations to all the details for each oc- 
casion. The exact number of guns to 
be fired in honor of each important 
visitor is set forth and the 
correct 


time for firing is given. It Is also de- 
creed that "personal salutes at the 
same place and in compliment to the 
same person, whether 
civil, diplo- 


matic, military, or naval, are never 
to be fired oftencr than once a year, 
unless such person will have been in 
the meantime advanced in rank." 


The new regulations also 
include
